LL previous notices issued by the Harbour Master 
of British Columbia, having reference to the Sand 
Heads of Fraser River, are hereby rescinded. 

The following directions are published for general 
information : 

The Beacons carried away since last fall have been 
re-constructed, excepting the South Sand Head No. 1, 
and the following alterations and additions made. The 
Light Ship-now building will be placed near to the 
South Sand Head, being substituted for No..1 Beacon: 

The Beacons are formed with clusters of piles, each 

Beacon having a distinguishing. feature at the top of 
the piles, and being numbered consecutively from 2 to 
10, irrespective. of the Crib on the North Sand Head. 
- No. 2. Beacox, Norta Sayp Heap—Placed in 1 foot 
at low water, } a cable froni the buoy in a N, W. direc- 
tion, showing, from a Southerly bearing a black dia- 
mond eleyated-on a pole 16 feet above the top of the 
piles. 

A } of a cable distant from No. 2 Beacon, farther on 
the Sand, is a loaded crib in an incomplete state at 
present ; at high water spring tides it is awash, but at 
low water it looms like the hull of a small vessel. A 
pole 20 feet long with a black board at the top point- 
ing to the Channel is secured to it.; A permanent Sea 
Mark will be built upon it in the coutse of a few months, 
of which due notice shall be given. . 

No. 3, Beacon, Norta Sann—lIn 6 feet at low water, 
shows black and white horizontal stripes both on the 
pole and beacon, and is situated about half-way be- 
tween chequered and black buoys. 

No. 4. Beacon, Norta Saxp—1 cable distant in a 8. 
W. direction from black top buoy, is distinguished by 
a black triangte elevated on a white pole 16 feet above 
the piles, and placed in 2 feet at low water. The piles 
are white-washed. : 

No. 5: Beacox, Nort Sanp—On. the spit 1} cable 
from red top buoy (placed in 5 Yeet at low water). This 
beacon is remarkable from its leaning position and is 
readily distinguished by the red cask on a white pole 
above the piles, the tops of which are also white. 

No. 6.. Beacon, Nortu Sanp—1 cable distant from 
white buoy in a Westerly direction, is placed in 7 feet 
at low water. On the top of tbe pole is a white trian- 
gle, the apex of which is on the lower’ part of the pole. 
This beacon forms o conspicuous object) and must be 
appreciated, as it will guide Vessels in the Channel 
when entering and leaving the River. The beacon is 
all white. 

No. 7. Beacos, Sovrn Saxp—Is a black beacon 
placed in 6 feet at low water, having a St. Andrew's 
cross elevated on a pole 16 feet above the piles. 

No. 8. Beacox, Sovrn Sanp—Ai cable’s length from 
No. 7,,in'1 foot at low water. This Beacon is white, 
having a St. Andrew's cross.on & pole as above de- 
scribed in No. 7.. As these Beacons, No. 7 and 8, are 
intended as marks for crossing the Bar, they are here- 
efter alluded to as the x Beacons. This Beacon (No. 8) 
is not to be regarded in any way except to lead Vessels 
For Vessels of 
large draught the x Beacons will be found invaluable, 
as by taking care to'* port” sufficiently soon, after 
passing the black top buoy, so as to cross when ina 
line, they will lead over the Bar, carrying from 19 to 
92 feet at high water Spring Tides. In all other parts 
of the Channel much deeper water will be found. Af- 
ter the red top Beacon is brought in a line with the 
white Beacon (No. 6), the red top buoy may be with 
safety rouiided, then steer ia direction for the white 
buoy, and from thence to the Ball Beacon on Garry 
Point. e-0" Se 

No. 9. Beacoxy Sovra Sanp—On the edge of the 

bank, placed in | toot at low water, is nearest to the 
Mouthi of the River, and distinguished by a black pole 
having at the top two black boards on two sides of the 
pole horizontal with each other. The tops of the piles 
are also black, 
No. 10. Beacox—Is a land mark placed on Garry 
Point to indicate the Mouth of the River, which shows 
from every ditection a large White Ball. The braces, 
6 feet of the pole, and the tops of the piles are black. 
The lower part of the Beacon is white-washed. 

All buoys on the North Sand, after entering the 
Channel with Vessels of large draught, should. be pass- 
ed close-on the “port” hand, Caution is hereby given 
that the Beacons constructed on the Sand Heads are 
not intended as marks for the Navigable waters of the 
Channel but to indicate the locality of the several 
buoys. 

The old white buoy has been removed and a red spar 
buoy placed on the spit of the middle Sand inside Gar- 
ry Point, in 12 feet at low water, which must be past 
by Vessels Entering the River-on the starboard hand. 

“By following the above directions Mariners will find 
the Channel well and clearly defined, and with ordinary 
care a perfect stranger may navigate his Vessel with 
safety into Fraser River.

THE ADDRESS AND THE REPLY.

In another column will bé found-a copy of an | 
nddress presented to the Governor, on the eve of 
his departure on a visit to England, by the peo- 
ple of this city, together with Mis Excellency’s 
reply thereto. The address, it will be observed, | 
savors somewhat more@f politics than such pa- 
pera ordinarily do; but if any excuse for this | 
feature is called for it is to be found in the ab- 
sence of any constitutioyal medium through which | 
the people may bring their views directly 
to bear upon the Executive power, and the sin- 
gularly favorable opportunity afforded by His 
* Excellency’s presence in England to press sev- 

eral matters of vital importance upon the Colo- 
nial Minister. It would be a fatal mistake to in- 
fer, from the general confidence in the head of 
the Executive and the absence of all political agi- 
tation, that the. people are satisfied with the-ex- 
isting form of government. There is no doubt 
that the liberal and constitutional adminstration 
of it by the present Governor has had the effect 
of reconciling the people, fora time, to a systeni 
which would not have been tolérated under other 
circumstances ; 
divest the system itself of those features which 
’ are so Obnoxious to those accustomed to live un- 
der a representative form of government. On this 
point His Excellency’s reply is peculiarly grati- 
. fying, and indicates the most liberal and enlight- 
ened views. Not only does he fully acquiesce 
jn the views contained in the address, but he 
goes beyond that, and suggests the introduction 
of the popular element into the Executive Coun- 
cil. It is not, therefore, unreasonable to hope 
that His Excellency will return to us empowered 
to make the most liberal concessions to the peo- 
ple. Of one'thing the people may rest well as- 
sured ; their case could not be in better bands, 
and if His Excellency should fail-in obtaining’ 
political enfranchisement for us it will not be his 
fault. The address, very properly, we think,

Indced the docu- 
ment, as a whole, is of a character toinspire con” 
fidence and hope in the future. It has seldom 
been the fortune of a Governor to secure in so 
large a degree*the confidence and esteem of the 
people in the brief space of sixteen months ; and 
it redounds all the moré.to the credit of Gover- 
nor Seymour that his popularity has been gained 
“under somewhat adverse circumstances. With 
a liberal and matured system it is a comparative- 
ly simple matter to administer the affuirs of a 
colony. But witlr one at once crade and itper- 
fect, and extremely distasteful to the people, to 
administer successfully and with credit requires 
more than ordinary ability. And here we may 
-mention one, singular feature of all the opposition 
and misrepresentation with which the policy of 
our Governor has met at the Lands of the Victo- 
ria press; While abusing bis acts in unmeasar- 
ed terms, His Excellency’s superior ability las al- 
ways deon trenkly admitted.

Among the officers of the American Gov- 
ernment who will confer with them upon the oc- 
casion and dictate the course they are to pursue 
towards the United States are Commissioner 
Cooley, of the Indian Bureau, Commissioner Ed- 
mands, of the Land Office, Superintendent Ellis, 
of the Southern Agency, Colonel Parker, Mili- 
tary Secretary on Gen, Grant’s staff, Gen. Howe, 
Gen. Herron and Col, Bent. 

EUROPEAN. 

The weather in England has become inclement, 
much rain falling. 

The Times, in speaking of the present position 
of Schleswig and Holstein, says that France con- 
tinues to hope that any arrangement that may 
be made will be in conformity with the na- 
tional sentiments of the people of the Duchies. 
Ramors of an éarly interview between the King 
of State and the people prevailed. The corre- 
spondent says it is generally believed such a per- 
sonal interview will not take place before the 
evacuation of Rome by the French troéps. 

New York, Angust 13.—The Warsaw Jour- 
nal announces that the plan for a telegraph line 
between Russia and America bas been approved 
and signed by the Czar. The Rassian Govern- 
ment andertakes to complete the line as far as 
Nicoladewski, the remaining portion being in 
charge of au American company. ‘The capital of 
the latter amounts to $10,000,000. Bonds, repre- 
senting $8,434,600, have already been issued. It 
is intended that this route shall be finished in 
five years. 


Later from Cariboo. 


Our advices from Cariboo are to the 24th ult. 
Several new strikes were reported, but needed 
confirmation. Cain and Vanghn had discovered 
a new creek ina north-easterly direction from 
Williams. The particular locality is kept a pro- 
found secret ; but it is believed by their friends 
that the discovery is a most important one, and 
that the new creek will equal Williams. They 
raised $2500 in $250 \shares, and left with three 
others on Monday week, having tey months’ pro- 
visions, which would favor the idea that the creek 
is some distance off. The atmost confidence is 
felt in this operation, as its promoters are known 
to be reliable'men. The exploring party, which 
went out the other day, having taken the same 
direction it is thought probable they may hit up- 
on the same creek. 

R. Smith, the. Alexandria-Quesnel road con- 
tractor, had }completed the rvad. Munru was 
making good progress with the Cuttonwood 
road.

Later from Columbia River. 


Mr. Ladner returned from the Shuswap coun- 
try on Thursday. He informs us that he left the 
train on a bald mountain, onAhe 19th alt. They 
started out from Shuswap’ Lake on the 12th, 
cutting their way through’ It was expected the 
train would make the remainder of the journey 
in three days. The grass on, this side of the 
mountain, is confined to swampy places, and is 
difficult of access to animals. On the other side 
it is abundant and luxuriant. Mr. Ladner met 
three men from Cairns Creek. They represented 
the prospects as good and the miners confident. 
Mr. Moberly Avas pushing on with the trail. The 
first five miles were completed, and he expects 
to have thé whole line done before interruption 
from snow. He experienced some difficulty in 
getting/men,. The line of road is such that only 
about/eight miles will be of such an altitude as 
to be interrupted by snow. The number of ani- 
mals going in is such as to eusure a fall supply, 
of provisions. Mr. Ladner’s confidence in these 
diggings may be inferred from the fact that he 
dispatched a second train some time ago, and a 
third started out fromm Yale yesterday, Mr. 
Moberly has reserved for Government purposes 
the whole of the H. B. Co.’s claim at the head of 
the Lake. Mr. Ladner has selected a lot and 
erected buildings.

culated to exert upon the various interests of the 
country. 

It cannot but be a source of satisfaction to 
Your Excellency to know that not only have 
the germs of commercial and national prosperity 
been emplanted, bat that political discontent and 
agitation, which so largely pervaded the com- 
munity in former years, have happily disappear- 
ed, and that the only opposition to Your Excel- 
lency’s policy has had its origin in a neighbor- 
ing colony, and has proceeded from; @ quarter 
which invests it with the character of a ¢ompli- 
ment rather than a disparagement of Your Ex- 
cellency’s administrative acts. 

Bat, while assaring Your Excellency of the 
confidence of the colonists in the wisdom of those 
great measures of reform which bave dlready 
been granted, we would not be fully discharging 
our daty, either to Your Excellency or to our- 
selves, did we fail to remind you that very much 
still remains to be accomplished. 

Your Excellency will not have failed to ob- 
serve the anomalous and imperfect charapter of 
the only legislative body in the colony, and how 
uncongenial and ill-suited to the genins and 
wants of British colonists is the present form of 
Government.

éolunists, and the placing more clearly gnd fully 
before the British public the great adyantages 
which this colony possesses a8 a profitable ficld 
for the investment of capital ; and we especially 
trust that Your Excellency will use your influence 
in putting an end to the agitation for @ prema- 
ture and unpropitious union of British Columbia 
and Vancouver Island, which is still kept up in 
Victoria, an agitation calculated alike to. exer- 
cise an injurious inflaevce upon both colonies, by 
keeping alive a feeling of uncertainty which seri-' 
ously interferes with the investment of capital, 
and distracts the attention of colonists from those 
settled pursuits so essential to their own pros- 
perity and that of country.

HIS EXCELLENCY’S REPLY. | 
Gentiexenx,—I need not assure you that I re- 
ceive with great. satisfaction the address you 
have been good enough to present to me, on my 

departure from this colony. 


It has, as you observe, been my duty, during 


the comparatively short period of my adminstra- 
tion, to give my assent to several important mea- 
sures of legislation. I sincerely trust that they 
‘will prove a benefit to the colony. I have been 
guided in my actions by a regard for the inter- 
ests of British Columbia alone, even) when I 
found with regret that.they appeared to conflict 
with those of another of Her Majesty’s posses- 
sions: 

I must most gratefully acknowledge the politi- 
cal tranquillity which has prevailed during my 
adwivistration of the Government, and the can- 
did and indulgent consideration which my acts 
have met with from the people of this colony. 
I am not aware of the opposition: to which you 
alluded. It is-not in New Westminster alone 
that taxation with imperfect representation is 
unpopular, and in our Northern Mined the new 
duty on gold is not liked. The people, however, 
in Cariboo received the principal offiter of my 
Government with every mark of respect ona 
recent Occasion, and no expression réached his 
ear to which the most sensitive ruler gould take 
exception.

ity and that of this country. I have publicly ex- 
pressed my views on this sabjeet more than once. 
They are known to the Secretary of State. 

I thank you very sincerely for the expression 
of good Wishes with which your address con- 
clades.
